“Hazardous Waste 
Day" Program Set 


The City of Romulus has an- 
nounced that it will participate with 
the Downriver Community Con- 
ference and the City of Riverview 
in the Downriver Household Haz- 
ardous Waste Day program. The 
event will be held at the Land 
Preserve (located at the corner of 
King and Grange roads in River- 
view) on Saturday, October 9, from 
8:30 a.m. to 1 p.m. 

“Residents can help reduce 
the amount of hazardous materi- 
als that are wrongfully landfilled 
by taking old paint, pesticides, 
aerosols, and other contaminants 
to be disposed of properly,” said 
DPW director Carl Brooks. "Old 
electronics with high levels of metal 
— like VCRs, computers, etc. — will 
also be accepted. Two mercury- 
containing thermometers will be 
accepted per car.” 

Since the City of Romulus will 
pay a per-carload fee for its citi- 
zens’ participation, Brooks is ask- 
ing that residents team up with 
their neighbors to save money. 
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Romulus City Council Reinstates Miller

Romulus City Councilman Charles 
Miller, who submitted a letter of resigna- 
tion to City Clerk Linda Choate on Sep- 
tember 13, has been reinstated to his 
seat by a unanimous vote of his Council 
colleagues. 

Miller's initial decision to resign fol- 
lowed a Council study session on the 
City's water shut-off policy. Miller said 
he became upset when Mayor Alan R. 
Lambert and others at the meeting 
showed whathe perceived to be "insen- 
sitivity" to the needs of the City's less 
fortunate residents. 

"| understand the City's need to be 
financially solvent," Millertold The Rom- 
ulus News, "but we need to do more for 
our citizens in these difficult economic 
times.” 

Some days after submitting his res- 
ignation, however, Miller had a change 
of heart. He approached other Council 
members prior to their September 27 
meeting, expressing his desire to re- 
tract his resignation. He believed that, 


since he verbally requested the retrac- 
tion before Council took any official ac- 
tion, there should be no problem with 
immediately resuming his seat. 

Council, unsure aboutthe laws gov- 
erning such an unusual situation, “ac- 
knowledged" (as opposed to "accepted") 
Miller's letter of resignation with an offi- 
cial resolution, but asked City attorney 
Barry Seifman to come back with an 
opinion regarding the proper course of 
procedure for either returning Miller to 
his seat or replacing him with another 
person. 

On Monday, October 4, Seifman 
discussed his findings with Council. 

"This is not a case where it's clear 
one way or the other," he said. 

In reference to a 1986 Michigan 
Attorney General's opinion that, accord- 
ing to both Miller and Councilwoman 
Debbie Romak, should allow Miller to 
retract his resignation without any inter- 
ference, Seifman stated, "They relied... 
upon a case dealing with townships in 
that AG's opinion. The problem with that 


s ... townships are more statutory con- 
trolled, which means state law. We in 
Romulus are a ‘home-rule charter’ city, 
and our charter is our bible. ... What 
another city might have [in] its charter 
may be interpreted one way, and our 
charter be interpreted a different way." 

He continued, "Whether a court will 
agree with that, you don't know. These 
are gray areas; they aren't black or 
white where you can look at them defini- 
tively. But | think that our charter is 
different enough that it shows a 
vacancy.” 

Seifman further supported his be- 
lief by adding, "Arguably, when a pro- 
cess for... resignation requires that it be 
in writing and filed with the clerk, [then] 
if there is recanting or rescinding, you 
would expect that it would be in the 
same form — in written form." 

After further discussion, Council- 
man Bill Wadsworth initiated a motion to 
recognize a vacancy on the Council. 

"Based on the last Council meeting

Reader Wants Residents 
To Decide Bond Issue 


Dear Romulus residents: 

On August 19, 2004, a public notice 
placed in The Romulus Roman read, in 
part, "EXHIBIT A — Official notice to 
electors and taxpayers of the City of 
Romulus of intent to issue bonds se- 
cured by the taxing power of the city and 
right of referendum. 

“Inthe case of T14E insufficiency of 
said tax increment revenues, the princi- 
pal and interest on said bonds shall be 
payable from the general funds of the 
City or, if hecessary, from Ad Valorem 
taxes levied upon all taxable property in 
the City, subject to applicable charter, 
statutory and constitutional limitations." 

After reading this notice, one thing 
was clear to me: If the City Council 
allows this proposal to go forward, it's 
very possible that my property taxes 
could endup paying for the construction 
of the new senior citizens center that 
would be financed by those bonds. 

| then decided that the only way | 
could get my due process would be to 
circulate a petition asking for a referen- 
dum giving all the residents of this com- 
munity a chance to vote. Let the people 
decide if they are willing to pay for this 
facility, = isn 
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Once the City administration heard 
of these petitions, Tim Keyes, director 
of community development, talked with 
areporter from The Romulus Roman. |n 
a front-page article in the paper's Sep- 
tember 9, 2004 edition, Mr. Keyes said 
it's a shame that politics are driving this 
issue. Well, shame on Mr. Keyes! | live 
in this community and pay taxes here. 
He does not. 

| do not have any political ambi- 
tions. My goal is to let the residents 
know the truth as to where the money 
will come from to fund this project for 10 
years. My concern is simple: If the 
planned-for Downtown Development 
Authority revenue and Community De- 
velopment Block Grant funds won't be 
enough to pay for the bonds, the funds 
wouldcome from the City's general fund 
or the taxpayers. Mr. Keyes said this is 
just not true. Didn't he read the public 
notice? 

After asking many questions of 
many people, it is my understanding 
that, when selling bonds, the citizens 
are the co-signers. In simple language, 
the governmentis going to getits money 
from the taxpayers. 

Every year, to obtain Community 
Development Block Grant funding, it 
must be applied for. Do not be fooled 
that this proposal is all paid for, and that 
the money is already there just for this 
project. This is just not true. 

Mr. Keyes also states that the Down- 
town Development Authority has enough 
money to pay for the entire project. If this 
is so, then why are they selling bonds? 

Infact, the DDA has about $645,000 
at this time. It is public knowledge that 
the DDA is still in debt for the Goddard 
Road project that is not yet completely 
paid for. 

The federal government's Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment (source of the CDBG funds) makes 
no guarantee to any city. What funding 
you get one year may be different the 
next year. 

The government is sending up red 
flags every day inthe newspapers, warn- 
ing the cities, "Federal Housing Grants 
shrink ... HUD is reducing its grant 
amount this year because of increased 
competition from communities across 
the country." 

It is a 50/50 chance that we will be 
responsible for this debt. | ask the resi- 
dents who signed the petition for me if 

they are willing to pay; they ask me, how 
can our voices be heard? They want to 
vote on this proposal. 

City Clerk Linda Choate says that 
there are 15,000 registered voters in our 
city. Therefore, we need 1,500 signa- 
tures (10% of the registered voters) to

to this; but, unfortunately, we do —| will 
[move to] recognize that there is a va- 
cancy that now exists on the Romulus 
City Council. And that's due to Council- 
man Miller's resignation that he filed 
with the Clerk on September 13, 2004... 
and the attorney's opinion." 

After Councilman LeRoy Burcroff 
seconded Wadsworth's motion, discus- 
sion followed. 

"In light of materials that have been 
presented, | believe thata vacancy does 
notexist," said Romak. "Each of us[was 
informed] before the meeting started on 
September 27 — be it verbally or in 
written form —[that Millerhad requested 
the withdrawal of] his resignation." 

Stating her belief that all of her 
colleagues had probably said to them- 
selves, at one time or another, "I've had 
it; I've had enough," Romak added, "I 
think that each of us has become frus- 
trated at one time or another, and | think 
the only difference here is that he acted 
on that frustration." 

In defense of her position, Romak 
continued, "The attorney has made it 
pretty clear to us that, basically, it's in 
our hands [to determine] if there is a 
vacancy or not. The charter does not 
have a provision for the withdrawal of a 
resignation. ... There's an AG's opinion 
[and] there are other cases [that support 
her views], too." 

Despite being upset about some of 
Miller's recent derogatory remarks about 
the majority of his Council colleagues, 
Councilman Michael Prybyla also ex- 
pressed his feeling that no vacancy 
existed. 

"This is very bad for the City, and | 
know a lot of things have been said in 
the newspapers that this council doesn't 
work together, but it does. This council 
works for the betterment of the City." 

After noting his opinion that the 
Council's September 27 resolution "ac- 
knowledging" Miller's resignation was 
not a valid one, he added, "For the 
betterment of the City —not the benefit of 
me or Mr. Miller, but for the betterment 
of the City — | do believe that there is no 
vacancy on this council." 

Among those who disagreed was 
Councilman Bill Crova. 

“What | see is that [Miller] made a 
decision toresign, andhe didresign. He 
did it in letter form, and we have an 
interpretation from the lawyer that he 
has resigned," said Crova. "[However], 
there's nothing stopping this body from 
considering Mr. Miller's request to be 
installed back on the Council through 
the selection process." 

Citing the process that was used 
once before, when then-Councilman 
Alan Lambert resigned from office to 
accept a position with the Romulus Po- 


volved looking at the next-highest vote- 
getter — and | think that the votes of the 
people are very, very important. ... If you 
go back and look at, in this particular 
case, the number-eight person [Michael 
Wojtylko], because the number-six per- 
son [Miller] had decided to resign, that 
probably would be the most logical per- 
son that you would put on this board. 
But, if Mr. Miller has reconsidered the 
decision that he had made, then maybe 
this board can consider putting him back. 

"But, to me," he concluded, "it's 
clear that he resigned when he submit- 
ted the letter of resignation to the Clerk, 
and it was accepted." 

Wadsworth's motion to declare the 
existence of a vacancy passed by a 
vote of 4—2, with Burcroff, Crova, and 
Gearinsupport, andRomakandPrybyla 
opposed. 

After a period of adjournment, Coun- 
cilresumed the meeting and, in keeping 
with the provisions of the Romulus City 
Charter, took action to fill Miller's seat. 

"Seeing that we have a vacancy on 
the City Council ... due to a letter of 
resignation, | would like to nominate 
Charles Miller to serve the balance of 
that term," Crova began. 

After receiving support from Romak, 
he continued, "Earlier this evening, | 
voted to accept the resignation because 
| felt that, legally, we did receive a res- 
ignation. After the resignation was sub- 
mitted to the clerk, then the individual 
had second thoughts andtried to retract 
that resignation. The interpretation of 
the City attorney was that, once that 
resignation was time-stamped by the 
Clerk, it became official." 

Stating his staunch belief in the 
election process, Crova went on, "| was 
prepared to go forward to the next- 
highest vote-getter ... which would have 
been the eighth individual at the last 
general election. But, Mr. Miller, who 
has shown an interest in regaining his 
seat, was the sixth-highest vote-getter, 
and | truly believe that he was the selec- 
tion of the people." 

Romak agreed, saying, "! think we 
owe it to the electors of this community 
to put Mr. Miller back in his seat." 

After Wadsworth expressed regret 
for the whole situation, Burcroff agreed, 
saying, "As Mr. Wadsworth stated, we 
didn't do anything as a body [to force 
Miller from the Council]; those deci- 
sions [to resign] were made by Mr. Miller. 
| agree with the earlier motion that there 
was a vacancy. 

“Yes, | believe in second chances," 
he continued, "but ... | think Mr. Miller 
owes this community an apology and 
this council an apology for his actions. 
Any public official has to be profes- 
sional. We don't have to agree on every 
issue ... [but] we should be able to ask 
questions and express our viewpoints 
without losing control. And, if we're go- 
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Miller, but everyone, to adhere to those 
same common courtesies. A lot of nega- 
tive things were said [about the Council] 
that were totally false. 

"| think we need to move forward, 
move toward more positive things,” he 
continued. "We have a ton of opportu- 
nity in this community. And, | feel, per- 
sonally, that this is a black eye to every 
elected official up here, and([has anega- 
tive impact on] our city. | think it's a 
shame. 

"When we preach integrity, weneed 
to practice it," he concluded. 

At the end of the discussion, Coun- 
cil approved Crova's motion to reinstate 
Miller. After being sworn in by City Clerk 
Choate, Miller resumed his seat. 

Following the meeting, Councilman 
Miller told The Romulus News that his 
decision to reconsider his resignation 
was spurred primarily by feedback from 
local residents. 

"I've never seen anything like it," 
said Miller. "More than ahundred people 
called me or came by to express their 
support. | soon realized that | owed it to 
the community to return to my seat and 
do the job that they elected me to do." 

Although Miller admitted that his 
"passion and commitment to do the 
right thing" sometimes leads him to, in 
the interim, "do the wrong thing," he 
added that he won't apologize to any- 
one for caring about people. 

"| lead with my heart; I'm not 
ashamed of that," he stated. "I've al- 
ways tried to be sensitive to the needs of 
people who are struggling. 


"We can no longer afford to be heart- 
less," he continued. "It's our job to do 
everything we can to improve the lives 
of ourcitizens. Unfortunately, only Coun- 
cilwoman Romak seems to share my 
commitment to this ideal.” 

Miller — who says that he has do- 
nated his Council pay to various chari- 
table efforts for more than two years, 
and supports worthy causes such as 
food pantries and "no child without a 
Christmas" programs — called on his 
colleagues to become more active in 
the community. 

"| would like to see these long- 
standing council people become per- 
sonally involved. Serving on Council is 
not a one-day-a-week job, it's an every- 
day job." 

Miller concluded by talking of the 
future. 

"We need people of character, con- 
viction, and moral fiber to come forth 
and run for office," he explained. "Only 
in this way can we change our commu- 
nity for the better." 

When asked to commenton Miller's 
return to Council, Mayor Lambert said, 
"As we all know, Mr. Miller's resignation 
and reinstatement was strictly a council 
issue. Our city council did a nice thing in 
giving him a second chance. 

"| hope that Mr. Miller will be able to 
put his politicaland personal differences 
aside to work with all of our elected 
Officials, wno are dedicated to improv- 
ing ourcommunity and have been work- 
ing together with my administration all 
along,’ he added. 


New Teacher Contract Ratified 


Dick Kruse, spokesperson for the 
Romulus Community Schools, reports 
that the Romulus Board of Education 
and the Romulus/Wayne County Edu- 
cation Association have agreed on a 
new two-year contract for the district's 
teachers. 

"Romulus Education Association 
teachers ratified the pact on September 
22, and the Board approved the con- 
tract at its September 27 meeting," Kruse 
stated. | 

Superintendent Joel R. Carr noted, 
"We are pleased to have our negotia- 
tions with the Romulus/Wayne County 
Education Association settled for the 
next two years. My administration has 
placed a high priority on achieving labor 
peace with all the district's bargaining 
units, andthis agreement will allow us to 
move forward with our educational pro- 
grams in a cooperative manner." 

Ed Clark, director of human re- 
sources and negotiations team mem- 
ber, explained, "The financial terms of 
the agreement included a 1% raise for 
the 2004-2005 school year, a 1% raise 
for the start of the first semester of the 
2005-2006 school year, and an addi- 


tional 1% raise atthe start of the second 
semester of the 2005—2006 school year." 

Negotiations on fringe benefits re- 
sulted in the inclusion of the Community 
Blue PPO health-care program as well 
as a 5/10 prescription drug program, he 
added. 

According to Clark, the new con- 
tract will call for a teacher work year of 
186 days for the current school year and 
185 for the 2005-2006 school year. 
Both years' scheduled work dates in- 
clude 180 days of student instruction. 
Further contract language identified the 
terms of delivery for teacher in-service 
programs, among other issues.

Regular Election Schedule 


During its regular meeting of Sep- 
tember 27, the Romulus Community 
Schools Board of Education adopted a 
Regular Election Resolution schedul- 
ing future regular elections for the office 
of school board member on the regular 
election date in May of both odd- and 
even-numbered years. Dick Kruse, 
spokesperson for the district, said that 
the adoption of the resolution was a 
requirement of the nine "consolidated 
elections" bills that were signed into law 
by Governor Jennifer Granholm on Janu- 
ary 8, 2004. 

"The effect of this resolution will be 
that regular school board elections will 
be held on the first Tuesday after the 
first Monday in May each year," Kruse 
explained. "Newly elected board mem- 
bers will then take office on July 1 of the 
same year." 

Kruse noted that the Board had 
earlier met the laws’ requirements by 
posting proper legal notice of the Regu- 
lar Election Resolution Meeting in both 
The Romulus News and The Romulus 
Roman. 

Also in accordance with the laws, 
said Kruse, "The Board also closed the 
Regular Election Resolution Meeting — 
held on Monday, September 27 — before 
adopting the Resolution in the Board of 
Education's regular meeting, also held 
on September 27." 

According to Kruse, the official 
Regular Election Resolution, which has 
been filed with the Secretary of State, 
reads as follows: 

"Whereas, the Board of Education 


of the Romulus Community Schools 
desires to hold its regular election for 
the office of school board member(s) at 
other than the odd year general elec- 
tion, and 

"Whereas, the Board of Education 
of the Romulus Community Schools 
has held at least one public hearing, 
with the proper legal notice, on the pro- 
posed resolution to holdits regular elec- 
tion at other than the odd year general 
election, and 

"Whereas, the Board of Education 
of the Romulus Community Schools 


_ has closed its public hearing prior to 


adopting this resolution. 

"Now, therefore, be it resolved as 
follows: 

"1. The Board of Education of the 
Romulus Community Schools chooses 
to hold its regular election of school 
board member(s) on the May regular 
election date in both even andodd years. 

"2. The Board of Education of the 
Romulus Community Schools directs 
its secretary to file this resolution with 
the Secretary of State. 

"Resolved this 27th day of Septem- 
ber, 2004.
